main, strata and being composed of 
a Brainless dead ash like rirestone ma- 
terial which resists flre up to 4,000 
d**reep heat.

A more moderate tariff, he said, 
hns resulted In a tendency not to o«-er- 
build works, and a. still lower tariff 
would further regulate prices by admit- 
ting foreign steel when prices pet too 
high and would therefore steady the 
mitrket. 


Mr. Kennedy told of -when the tariff
